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RARS FIELD DAY 1992 


(Coming soon to a field near you!) 


THE SCENE: Picture yourself in a big field of 
tall grass surrounded by a thick dense forest through 
which a path leads you to a rustic log cabin lodge 
complete with a field stone fireplace and country 
front porch. A location somewhat remote from the 
normal day-to-day places you frequent. Along with 
you are friends and a wide array of radio equipment 
that is your only link to the outside world! This 
frontier called Amateur Radio Field Day is the utopia 
of all operating events. It is an annual ARRL 
sanctioned event which enables us to experience the 
simulation of emergency radio communications and 
test our skills of operating an amateur radio station in 
less than perfect conditions using no commercial 
power. Add to this scenario that most amateurs in the 
North American continent are also joining in on the 
event and it all adds up to five basic realities: 
ADVENTURE, LEARNING, CONTESTING, CA- 
MARADERIE and aboveall FUN! Interested? Read 


THE TIME: Field Day will be held the week- 
end of the 27th and 28th of June, 1992. Station Setup 
will begin at 1800 UTC Friday, 26 June. The official 
start of field day operating will occur at 1800 UTC 
Saturday, 27 June, and continue for an around the 
clock extravaganza for a 24-hour period ending at 
1800 UTC Sunday, 28 June. 


THE PLACE: The site of Field Day for RARS. 
this year will be the William B. Umpstead State 
Park, three miles West of the Crabtree Valley mall 
onroute 70in Raleigh. The park offer’s picturesque 
serenity without the inconvenience of being too far 
from the “old ponderosa”. Specifically, The Maple 
Hill Lodge and 38 acres adjacent to the lodge have 
been reserved for sole use by RARS member’s and 
guest’s. Both the QRO (over 5 watt output) and the 
QRP (under 5 watt output) operations will utilize this 
facility. To minimize QRM, the QRO operation will 
be spatially separated from QRP operation. 


THE OPERATION: RARS will operate ap- 
proximately 5 QRO stations under the W4DW call 
and 5 QRP stations under the NA4G call. In addition, 
a special Novice/Tech station will be operated 
solely by the novice/tech class licensed amateurs. 
Bands ranging from 80-6 meters and modes of CW, 
SSB, and_ perhaps digital (RTTY, AMTOR or 
PACKET) will be used. 


THE INVITATION: As with all RARS 
function’s, all are invited to join the band captains 
and help operate the station/band of your choice. 
Help is needed to conauct station logging and 
operating as wellas assembly and disassembly of the 
radio stations. This includes everything from

VE Report 
FCC Takes Action 


2 VEs Loose Their Licenses 

Two Extraclass licensees, Sandra V. Crane, N6TFO; 
and Charles P. Pascal, WB6CIY have lost their ham 
licenses because of their activities as VEs. Both were 
associated with the California Amateur Radio School in 
Los Angeles, and were charged by the FCC with 
tailoring the content of their instruction at the school to 
include answers to all or most of the questions that 
would later be part of examinations, while excluding 
from instruction the topics that would not be part of the 
examinations. Additionally, Crane is alleged to have 
repeatedly administered tests to her daughter. (VEs 
may not test members of their immediate family.) The 
licenses of both have been suspended for the remainder 
of their license terms. In addition to the actions against 
these two individuals, 10 other volunteer examiners 
have been dis-accredited, and four examination ses- 
sions have been invalidated where these irregularities 
occurred. All “students” from the sessions in question 
will have to submit for re-testing. 


Another CB’er Bites the Dust 
(and gets $10,000 fine!) 

_ The FCC reportedly shut down the station of David 
Plourde (QTH not given), and confiscated his Kenwood 
TS-940SD and Dentron 160-10L HF linear amplifier. 
Plourde was operating on 27.215 MHZ, and is said to 
have caused TVI in the area. Twelve local residents had 
complained since Plourde moved into his new home. 
There was also a history of complaints concerning Mr. 
Plourde’s CB operation from his previous address. Mr. 
Plourde had not been cooperative in addressing the 
complaints. For operating the station illegally, an 
$8,000 fine was assessed. In view of the previous 
complaints, his actions were deemed intentional, and 
the fine raised to $10,000.00 


Radio Anti-Havana on 40 meters 
(and $8,000 poorer) 

An unlicensed pirate radio station was shut down in 
Tampa Florida, based on a ham’s complaint and a 
published SWL-ers guide. Mr. Roberto Pizano, presi- 
dent of a group called “Federacion Mundial de Ex- 
Pressos Politicos Cubanos” was levied a $8,000 fine for 
unlicensed operation, and his equipment confiscated. 
Pizano reportedly was a former political prisoner who 
spent 18 years in a Cuban prison, and was broadcasting 
anti-Castro voice messages in the 40 meter CW band. 


FCC Zero’s-In on “Free Banders”’ 

NALs (Notice of Apparent Liability — the FCC’s 
term for a monetary fine) are being prepared for 66 
CBers, operating in that so called “free-band” spec- 
trum, above the normal CB frequencies, just below the 
10 meter amateur band. In a nation-wide enforcement 
action, several FCC Field Offices participated in the 
RDF (radio direction finding) effort. According to an 
FCC source, the stations were “not your typical CBer 
type.” Most ran costly ham type equipment (including 
linear amplifiers). Their activities in the “free band” 
were well organized and well known, as several “nets” 
operated there! (Talk about making the FCC’s job 
easy!!) The NALs, when written, will be for $8,000 
(unless the specific circumstances boosts it higher...) 
and the offending equipment seized. Also caught in this 
sting was an Extra class ham, who was said to be a very 
active VE. You’d think he’d know better... 


CB-er’s Yak-Yak Shack Out of Business 

Jerry J. Weiss, owner of the Yak-Yak Shack in 
Corning, Calif, faces a maximum criminal penalty of 
$100,000 as the result of 27 pieces of illegal CB type 
radio gear found in his store. During a “visit” by FCC 
Agents, and officers from the US Marshall’s Office, 
Weiss’ store was found to have in excess of 20 linear 
amplifiers intended for CB use, along with several CB 
type transceivers that were modified for out of band 
operation. (“...and that’s a BIG 10-4 good buddy!”) 


Warning from the FCC: US Dept. of Justice Now 
Getting Involved in Collecting Fines! 

From an address at the Dayton Hamvention: “Until 
now, [your] forfeitures generally have been too small 
for the FCC to bother the Department of Justice with. 
That has changed, quite obviously.” “It’s going to cost 
you big bucks to violate the rules.” “Ask yourself if you 
really want to run the risk of being socked $10,000 for 
violating the rule...”

VIDEO SERIES 


CQ Video Productions is considering using 
Raleigh and RARS members in a series of “How-To” 
videos on getting started in several areas of Amateur 
Radio. CQ producer Richard Moseson NW2L, received 
a whirlwind tour on May 16th and 17th, visiting twelve 
shacks and meeting even more RARS members. Rich- 
ard is now off visiting four other cities, and he will chose 
two of them to eventually be used for the videos. 

The programs will cover four specific topics, 
and RARS members provided stations in each area — 
not just one station, but several: 

DX: - Richard visited Steve AB4SL, Alan K4PB, 
Ron AA4VK, Marty NY4H and Paul NOOT. Each has 
achieved outstanding success in DX operating, some 
with elaborate stations and big antennas, and others 
with more modest facilities. Both types of stations will 
be covered in the program. 

Satellites: - Carl W4HJZ, and Rob KM40OH 
demonstrated their “space” stations. Carl has been 
working satellites since OSCAR 1 began beeping “HI” 
across the sky in the ’60s, and Ron is just getting started. 

Packet: - Paul NOOT, showed off the DX/ 
ARES PacketCluster, Tom KM4LB was roped into 
setting up the mobile packet system he designed for 
ARES use, and Brian KD4EWG demonstrated a basic 
Commodore station. 

“Building Your First Station,” was the final 
category and here Chris N4PNO showed his installation 
for HF and two meters at home, and Bill KD4LLQ gave 
a demo of one of the most popular “first stations” today 
—an HT conveniently mounted in his car for mobile use 
while Kevin KC4THW operated bicycle mobile. Rich- 
ard also met RARS Crystals Ginger KD4 (“Licensed By 
Publication”), Anita KC4AQB and Lynn KO4QH. 

For extra interest, Richard toured the fascinat- 
ing stations — both fixed and mobile — owned by Jim 
WD4MYM, and saw Gary KN4AQ’s motorcycle mo- 
bile. 

Paul NOOT, Jim N4BYO and Gary KN4AQ 


divided the “tour-director” duties. The whole project 
began when Richard approached Bill K4CIA at the 
Dayton Hamvention, mentioning that he had heard that 
RARS was.a very active club, and asking if we would be. 
interested. Bill contacted PR director KN4AQ, who in 
turn solicited help from NOOT and many other RARS 
members in putting the schedule together. 

RARS will now be considered along with four 
other cities. Two of them willeventually be chosen, along 
with the New York area. to be featured in the videos. We 
should know if we have been selected in a couple of 
weeks. 

Thanks very much to all the RARS hams who 
helped demonstrate their stations, and to Paul, Jim and 
Gary for organizing the “Tour de RARS?”
